chants in London from foreine Paris,according 
£0 their mixture of Bufineſſe and Newes, I haut 
contrafbea them,as you ſee, and culled them out,to 
giuz you notice of the affaires of Europe, and 
what is likely to be the iſſue of theſe tryubles. But 
whereas you expett, and that with great longing, 
the Buſmeſſe of th: Palatinate: in this rime of 
ceſſation, you muſt nat locke for fighting euery day, 
nor taking of Townes; but as they happen, you 
ſpall know, In the meane while, take this in good 

part : For as I conceine, it will affoord you 
much pleaſure, and im the publication 
content the Reader, if he be 
WH foo tos CUTIONS.

Few; continucd faircly with the 
Canniballs, or Sauages, till at laſt, by reaſon 
of ſome diſcontentments, they were enfor- 
cd ro rayſe an Army of 1500. Portugals 
from Santos, Spirits Santo, Porto Deſulero,and 
other Townes and Places of garriſon,and 
inhabited on cach {ide rhe Riucr, in this 
part of America: With which Army , and 
twice as many Sauages in their obedience, 
they not onely marched through a Deſarr, 
and came to the Riucr of Marinaos, but 
had many Battailes with the Cannibals of 
Parago, who vicd to deuourc their men: 
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with the Wayanaſes, who ſell their Children 
and Wiues : with the Porreies, who lye in 
Nets betweene two Poſts : with the Jax 
nambachs, who take Strahgers,and fat them 
vp with Cafſzny Meale, for their Wines to 
cate, cfpecially when they be with Chulde: 
with the Parauiazs, who hauc ſtore of Pal. 
mitos, Snakes called Poyaeyuas, and Nuts of 
goodly Pine-trees : with the [equerepipaus, 
and Pianuitais, who are rich in Sugar Canes: 
with the Mo:ay1ns, who . haue. Sider-trees, 
and make them grear Boates of the Barkes: 
and with the 7 am-ia7s, who bedeck them- 
iciues with Feathers, and ſeeme indeede 
monſtrous Eagles. Wirh all theſc ſauage 
and barbarous Nations were the Portugals 
enforced to fight, very-neere rwo thouſand 
Engljh mile from Santos, and the iland 
S. Seba$tian, as well to maintaine-the Turil- 
diction they themſelues had gotren ouer 
taem,andthe poſſeſſion of the Sugar-Mills, 
as to defend fieir Friends and Confederats: 
Againit whom, the Sauages that inhabited 
further of, would come downe in-whole 
Batralions, both through the Defarts and 
the Rivers, & many times ſhew themlſclucs 
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inthouſands;thcir chicfeſt Weapons, Bowes 
and Arrowes. And although the Portygals 
kd now continucg their Iuriſdiction full 
fourclcore yeeres, and behaved themlelues 
with Lordly magnificence amongſt them : 
yer did theſe people ſtill repine, 8 thoughr 
it was not well for ſtrangers to vſurpe their 
Libertie. This Letter vas written from 
William Clarke,an Engl/bman dwelling with a 
Portugal in Santos,of the family of the Sayas, 
and ſo brought to London from Lisbone. 

From Barbary likewiſe wee haue Newes 
by the ſame Ship, thatafter Muly Hamets ri- 
ſing to the three Kingdomes of Moluceos, 
Feſſe, and Sus, the perillous Warres began 
betweene his three ambitious ſonnes, Muler 
Sbeck, My Boteres, and Muley Sidan: ſo that 
the diſſention doth {till continue, 8 is very 
likely to continue, as is preſaged by a num- | 
der of Graſhoppers that carne out of Guiney 
nto Barbary,and ſo deuoured the grafle and. 
ruits of the Earth,that they knew not how 
to kill them. 

They fay further, that the crading of the 
Mores into Guiney and Gago for Gold Ore, 
and fandic Gold, is renewed : and thar 
contrary 
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contrary to all expe&ation, they haue ad- 
mirted Engliſh men amongſt them, who yer 
are very icalous and ſuſgitious of their loy- 
altic, and therefore ſtand the better on a 
guard of circumſpeCtion. ; 
From Guiney likewiſe wee heare, that our 
Eneliſh are better welcommed to the Ne- 
gros about Sinega, then the Mores : For al- 
though the Marchants carry from Moluc- 
cos to the Negros,Cloth, Amber, Beades,Co- 
rall, and eſpecially Salt, which they buy of 
the Evgliſh many times in Barbary; yetare 
they hated of them, cuer {ince Iudar Baſba 
depriucd them of the Citty of Gago,which 
{tandeth by rhe Riucr Synega, three hun- 
dred Leagucs in the.firme Land : where 
they built an Alpandeca for Barbarian Mar- 
chants, and a Cuſtome-Houtc : for the 
King. Je 
This Tourney is {1x monerhs: from Bar- 
bary : of which,two are through ſandic De- 
jarts, where no inhabirants remaine. They 
are airected by certaine Pilots: bur if they 
looſe themſelues, they dic with Famine, or 
lacke of Water; whoſe Carkaſles conſume 
nat, but maketh Mummy or Orema fleth cucry 
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way,as phyſicallor medicinal, as that which 
commeth from Alexandria; they ncuer trauell 
yndcr two or three hundred in a company : 
they carry, commonly water through theſe 
Deſerts on Cammels backes ; and if it faile, 
they kill the Camels and drinkethcir bloud : 
This commoditie of falt is boughtboth of 
Moores , and Engliſh at Tegazxa, and they 
gjuercady gold forir. Burt rhe Engliſh goe 
{c|dome by land, but goto ſea to Ginney,and 
from the hauen 500. miles downethe riuer, 
orif you will, many riucrs tothe Negros : yea 
thoſe of Ethiopia come likewiſe to them and 
 rraffikefor commoditics, butthe Allegators 
are very dangerous. For by reaſon of the hear, 
when our men waſh themſclues,theyarema- 
ny times taken and carried away without re- 
coucry by theſe beaſts, who arc ſo ſtrong: 8: 
cruell, thar if they catch hold cither of horſe 
orcow,they draw all into the watcr,and car- 
ry them to their dens,and ſo feed vpon them, 
Theſe Letters were ſcent to a Merchant of cre- 
dit, who hath a Factor at Capo de Verde. 

From Spaine they write, that thereare great 
ſearches, that neither bullion nor coine be - 
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ried our of the Countrey. - 
From Tunis they write,that the new Piceere 
at Conſtantinople, to ſhew his power and 
authority, did Man/wold rhe Baſhaw, a terme 
properto {uch as are put from their places,& 
ten thither one Solyman Catanea, as Begierbeg, 
who preſently muſtered both the Souldiers 
and the gallics, raking an oath of them all 
for their loyalty and obedience to the houſe 
of Othoman ; helikewiſc ſent tothe Baſhaw of 
Argicr to. know the number of the Pirars, 
& what Engliſh were amongsſtthem, by way 
of mixture:which when'they all vnderſtood, 
a Preſent was 7 4a , & {o the matter was | 
quicted, and the Pitats.went to worke as faſt 
as they:were rvonr, ioyning with the Hollan 
ders to: annoy. the King of Spaine what” they 
could. eh On EI LN LEON 
From Malta they. write, that the Granprior 
hath obtained leauc of the Pope to make 20. 
Knights more, ro which the Popcis fo reſ0- 
lute andcontented; thathe not onely-renew- 
ed and augmented their penſions, burpaied 
the charges both of their ceremonics and ap- 
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From Rome they write, that the late Bull 
forthe eleftionof Pope containing the ſtrict 
erdcring the buſineſſe, is anſwered, and 
condemned by an vaknowne man as crro- 
neous, and full of groſſe oucrfights : inſo- 
much that Gregory the 15 now Pope, hath ſer 
out.another containing an excommunica- 
tion of him who preſumed ſo to write; and 
of all thoſe who are cafily wrought vpon 
to belecue the ſame. 

From Naples they write, that there is anew 
Goucrnour ſent to the Caſtle of Saint Erma, 
one Fregoſa Mirandula ; of whom the Viceroy 
is very icalous, as if hee ſhould vnderhand 
ouer-watch his ations, and write into 
Spaine the occaſion of the former diſcon- 
tentments , eſpecially that the rowne of 
Manfredonio onthe ſhore of the Golph of 
Venicc, in Brutia complained,that by reaſon 
of his negligence, and corruption , the 
Turkes Gallies had come ypon them and 
ſpoiled them the laſt yeere, for which they 
had promiſe of recompence, bur neucr rc- 
ccluedpenny. 

From Switzerland they write, that the Go- 
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uernour of Millane hath ſent new forces in- 
ro Fort Fuentes, and rhey of the countrey 
haue ſent Ambaſſadors to Penice, Mantua , 
Millane, and Turme, by way of iuſtificati- 
on : and complaint -- of juſtification thar 
the laſt inſurrcions againſt the Spaniards, 
was grounded ypon the preſeruation of their. 
lives, and defending their ancient liberties, 
and therefore deſired their aſſiſtance accor- 
ding to antiqua federa, clpccially the Veneti- 
ans, whom they call therr Patrons : of com-. 
plaint ; that they werecompelled ro bring in 
rheir beſt prouifions ro the Spaniſh Gari- 
| ſons; whereby, that which they were wont 
. to make money of, and raiſe their liuing, 
was now conuerted to the yſe of ſuch as. 
would keepethem vnder. 

From thePalatinate letters afſure, thart al- 
thoughthereis little or nothing to doe : yer. 
doe our Engliſh Generals, carcfully prouide 
againſt the enemies, as farre as lies in their 
powerto'reduce and gouerne the countrey,. 
and preferuc and ſtrengthen ſach placcs, 
namely Manheim , Franckendale, and Elti- 
dickerg, asars auaileablc to the recouecry E 
MEE the 
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thewhole principalitic :and whereas Rumor 
was malicious againſt their peace and pro- 
ſperitie,as if all were loſt indeed: Ir is norſo, 
fo there hath nor theſe three weekes beene 
an cnemic within the Palatinate, except Gon- 
2ales de Cordaa, who keeperh good quarter at 
 Oppenhem, as we doe at Mainhem, and all 
expcfting the good ſucceſle of the buſineſſe 
at Bruſſels. Beſ1des, whereas it was reported 
that Talley was gone after Brunſwick,there is no 
ſuch matter, he is only with-drawne by Ba- 
xarias appointment from the Palatinate, as 
the Emperor hath commanded, till the truce 
be determined, and now lieth about the Fils 
beyond Heidlebergh : both to refreſh his Ar- 
my,and to defend the paflages into Bauaria, 
asalſo to be ready, if need beeto fall vpon 
Iggendorf}, if he [tirre any way in this time 
(ifI may ſo {5y) of theceſſation of the war. 
From Presburgh and Morauia they write, 
that whereas it isreported, that Beeblem Gabor - 
hath condiſcended to.the Emperors requeſt 
for peace, and his admiſſion into Fwngary, 
it is notaltogether theſame: Burt a faire cor- 


relpondency betweenethem vnrill the Pala- 
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tinate beſurrendered, and the King in quier 
- poſſeſlion as. he thinketh requiſite : but nor. 
withſtanding all this faire conference and 
communication betweene them, ſome Hun- 
carian Lords are very. bitter againſt the Em- 
peror, and ina mannerdeny that cuerheeor 
his ſhall come amongſt them as their King 
and Soueraigne. 

From the Palatinate againe there is a letter 
written, that the inhabitants haue learnedto 
make good Engliſh beere in thoſe parts, and 
that within theſe flue weekes, there are 
| brought into the Palatinate aboue 3000. 
head of cattle from Burgundy, and the coun- 
tries about Bazill and Geneua : theſe coun- 
treyes relying on the credit of the vnderta- 
kers, and the vndertakers reſoluing, that 
ſomething will bedoncar leaſt ro the com- 
fort of the inhabirants, and recayery of the 
proſperity of the place : For although the 
ſoldiers hauc gone farrein foraging, and de- 
populating the fame; yet if they may haue | 
rhe remainder of their harueſt, and vintage 
in quiet, they make no doubr to grow rich 


againc, and flouriſh as they were wont: all 
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the old bridges arcalſo repaired, and the new 
eſpecially thoſe ouer the Neckar, diſioynted 
andoucrthrowne. 

' From Strasborogh there is a letter , which 
a Merchant ſent to his friend in Amferdam, 
contayning thus much, that he came by wa- 
gon into Stra#borough, as Count Mansfeild 
was marching towards Luzentborgh, and 
had giuen charge, that not a foldicr ſhould 
touch by way of annoyance or difturbance 
either Couch , Wagon, Marchant, or Tra- 
ueller, whereby he was the miore emboldned 
to take acquaintance of certaine Gentlemen 
whom he knew; and of whom hee deman- 
ded the reaſon why Mansfeild marched in that 
manner, who preſently anſwered, that hee 
knew not othcrwiſc, then if a peace be con- 
cluded, to enter into ſeruice of the States, 
conſidering he had reſolued not to ſerue rhe 
Archduches or houſe of Auftria any more. 

From Loraine they alſo write,that the rown 
of Metz, is not onely fortified, but ſupplicd 
witha better garriſon to preuent all incurſt- 
ons into France. For although little was ſpo- 
ken now of Brunſwicke ; yer might the Soul- 
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dirs proouc vnruely, and vpon diftaſtin 


conditions againſt their Maſters, grow inſo- 
[znt and fatious, and ſonot to beruled by 
cheir Commanders. 
From Bruſſels little is written of buſineſſe, 
burtharthe ſouldicrs are drawn cucry where 
into the field, among(t whom rhe Earles of 
Argile and Tyrone went ſuddealy to Antwerp: 
Spinola as yet remaining at the Court to at- 
tend the iſſuc of choſe affaires. | 
But concerning the ficge of Bergen, the 
Letters both from Antwerp and the States {1de 
aſſure vs, that as yct it is not worthic the 
name ofa Sicge: for they haue neither made 
their mon ro annoy the towne, norto 
winthe Rauclins, or out-workes towards 
the land; butarethemſclues in great danger 
both oftheir ſhor, andſallics, infomuch that 
they remooued halfe a milear leaſt fromthe 
annoyance of the Cannon, and queſtionleſſe 
meane ſome other thing than to getthe ſame 
by aſfault,or battry. For as we hcarc;the place 
is ſupplicd with atlcaſt 40. pecccs of artillery, 
_ and22. companies of foot: the Riueris open 
on theother ſide, and the States hauceucric 
| wherc 
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where overlooked the Land of Tertoll: 
The Prince of Orenge, attendeth other 
buſineſſe, and comes not with a Soul- 
dier to diſturbe them , as if hee preſu- 
med on the ſtrength of the place , or 
ſcorned to giue the Enente notice, that 
hee thought them in danger : And 
whereas they had given out, that vp- 
on the Volentiers comming out of Eng- 
land , they ſhould bee able ro main- 
rayne three running Armies, and ſo 
ſet vppon Sluice , Bergen, and Breds at 
once : This may bee a Bravado, and 
a man may an{were with asking, what. 
ſhall his Excellency the Prince of Orenge 
doe in the meane while ?. who 1s as 
ſtrong every where1n the fielde as Spi- 
la, and may ſooner take Scortogenbyſch 
from them, then they depriuethe States 
of any of their Townes of impor- 
tance. 

And whercas it was reported, that 
the Arch-duches Forces were ſtill Ma- 
ſters of the field , and had ever this pol- 


licie to make the Enemies Countrey 
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the ſcate of the Warre, wee ſce no 
ſuch rhing : For both the Armies now 
lying in Brahant , (which. is for the 
moſt partin the poſſeſſion of the Arch- 
Duches ) muſt needes forage, and tur- 
moile the Inhabitants, and inpoveriſh 


the Countrey, doe what they can. 


From (ullen they write, that the 
Duke of Saxonie, cannot by any meanes 
ſuppreſle the Proteſtants : For though 


| he Countrey is kept to the obedience 


of the Emperour : yet notwithiftan- 
ding the Biſhops, and Prieſtes they al- 
ſemble themſclues , and haue broken 
open many Churches, to mainetaync 
their publike Serviceand mectings: ſo 
that = feare 'of miſchicfe and infur- 
retion, hee hath retycred himſelte, 
and ſcnt the Emperour and Biſhop E- 
{cQors word, who yet are not come 
to their great Townes, but hold them- 
{clues in ſtrong Caſtles and Holds. 
| From France wee heare, that the 
King goes forward in his Iourncy to 
"ET Langwe- 
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|  TLanguedocke, and threatens to viſit Ore- 


vince by way of reformation. 

Since the raking 1n of Saint Antho- 
nie, there is nothing done, more then 
that the Townes of Force ſtand the 
better on their Guard. 

Montalbon is newly ſupplyed with 
orcat ſtore of proviſion. 

Rechll entertaines all commers, and. 
promiſerh great rewardes, keepes her 
Haven ſure, and thriveth by the Sea. 
Subifſe 18 dayly expeRed, and the towne 
is wonderfull full of people . The 
Duke of Bullojgne , entreates for favour, 
and writes to his Maicſtic for a paci- 
fication. 

The Parlament of Normandr, is fome- 
what croſle to the Teſuites, and there 
is a light of better comfort to the peo-' 
ple : God turne all ro the beſt, and 
turne their heartes, that wiſh ill 'ro 
Stone 


From Bantem: 
In our paſſage from hama, to this 
place, wee loſt fighr of the Reje,and 
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Recbard, but within ſixe daycs after, the 
Richard came to vs with a Portingall 
priſe at her Sterne , which ſhee had ta- 
ken that Night, wee loſt her compa- 
ny; it is a wonder to tellit : The R- 
chard being a Pinnaceof about ſixtcene 
Tuns, manned with fourtecne men 
and boyes, and having but rwo ſmall 
Faulkenets in her, and the Portingall 
of ewo hundred and fiftic Tuns , with 
two hundred and fifric men in her, 
whercof ſ{cvcntic were Portingalls, the 
reſt Meſticos and Slaues, and cight pec- 
ces of Ordenance : The Richard com- 
ming vp with them, plyed: her demy 
Dogs ſo well, that in the ſhooting of 
rwenty ſhot, they killed their Captaine; 
which the reſt perceiving , ſtrucke all 
rheir Sayles amaine, and like tall men 
came aboord the Richard, ſixe ata time, 
whom the Maſter cauſed to be bound, 
but fearing to haue too many aboord, 
though bound, he ſent a terrible Com- 
maund to the reſt aboord, that vpon 
their lives, they ſhould depart their ſhip 
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into their great boat, which they ve 

valiantly 5" and lake” ther 
\ $hip to the vtrer diſgrace of themſclues 
and all thcir Nation : For the Portin- 
als conſidering the ſmall number of 

men, and the weakenes of the ſhip 

that tooke them, are in a great 
rage againſt chemſclues, 
for yeelding fo 

cowardly.
